He Was made 
chancellor in 1921. 
“Boss” Lord, as he wa.s known to

Born in Romulus. N Y., the son 
of a minister, I^ord first thought 
of following his father’s profession, 
but after a year of study in that 
direction turned to newspaper work 
after selling a series of articles to 
the Utica, N. Y„ Herald. 
When he retired from tlie Sun In 
1913, a siiiTte news paragraph ap­ 
peared in ‘he Sim’s columns in­ 
forming the public It was the first 
time H Sun man had ever "made” 
the news columns of tlie paper.

Venus is now' 
about six times as bright as Jupi 
ter and sets two hours later than 
the sun. 
It is moving eastward 
among the stars more than a de­ 
gree a day, but Jupiter’s motion is 
only one-third of that, so Venus is 
catching up to Jupiter and will 
pass it at 6 a. m. August 17 . 
In the sky, however, the motion 
almost counteracts the eastward 
motion of Venus; thus it appears 
at the same height above the hori­ 
zon each night and Jupiter appears 
to move toward Venus.

Under extreme shook or stress the steel body remains intact— dented per- 
haps, but not crushed. 
Steel does not need wood for strength or protection. Wood is fins for 
furniture, but not for the high speed vehicles of 1933. 
In the Ford body there are no Joints to squeak, no seams to craok 
or leak. 
The all-steel body ifl more expensive— to us, but not to you. 
By all odds, then, steel bodies seem preferable. 
Wheels also have become all-steel. 
No one argues that an electrically 
welded one-piece steel wheel, such as the Ford wheel, needs to be 
"strengthened" by adding wood to ii. 
The one-piece all-steel body Is the strongest, safest, quietest, aost 
durable body made. That is our only reason for making them.
